WILL ASK HIM TO QUIT, 


Leaders Say Movement Is for the 
Party’s Success and Not Fa- 
vorable to Any Other 
Candidate. 


New York, Jan. 10.—[Special.}—Dastern 
leaders of the democratic party, necognizing 
the utter hopelessness of winning in the next 
presidential election with William J. Bryan 
as the party candidate, are organizing a 
movement to induce him to step aside and 
unite on a standard bearer who will be eat- 
isfactory to all factiona 

The movement will de sufficiently well 
organized by the time Mr. Bryan comes east 
this to lay the matter before him. 

Plans have been carried forward, up to the 

presegt time secretly, but announcement ts 
now made that important developments will 
not be delayed long. 
In an attempt to shape the policy of their 
party in the campaign democrats, mostly 
of the conservative element, have arranged 
to hold a conference, secretly planned for 
some time, next Thursday at 4 p. m. in the 
Astor gallery of the Waldorf-Astoria hotel. 
A national body, supplemental} to the demo- 
cratic national committee, is to be estab- 
lished if possible. 


Parker May Be Chairman. 

Alton B. Parker has been invited to attend, 
and has signified his intention, it is said, of 
being present. He will be asked to preside. 
Morgan J. O’Brien is one of the leaders in 
the movement and will be there. So will 
Judson Harmon of Cincinnati, Thomas M.

All Opposed to Bryan. 

Though meet of those invited are men well 
known for their opposition to William J. 
Bryan, it is denied a movement ig being or- 
ganized in expressed opposition to him, 

Sherman M. Craiger of the City club, who 
has acted for former Justice O’Brien and 
others in organizing the conference, said 
tonight that politics and not candidates 
would be the primary consideration. 

** This is a conference, he said, of demo- 
crats interested in the prosperity of the coun- 
try and the success oftheirparty. The meet- 
iug is preliminary to the organization of a 
committee—national in its scope—to urge a 
platform enunciating the principles of Thom- 
as Jefferson, opposing radicalism, and stand- 
ing for a continuance of the prosperity of the 
country, which has been interfered with by 
the radicalism of the present administration. 
It is not the intention of those interested in 
this conference to advance the cause of any 
candidate, but simply to aid in the success of

Move for Party Success. 

It has been published that those engaged 
in this movement are to confine its personnel 
to democrats who have supported Bryan in 
his two campaigns for the presidential office 
so they would be prepared to show the Ne- 
braskan that those engaged ip the effort to 
have him withdraw were actuated by the 
purpose to help the party, and not by motives 
of enmity toward him. 

There is much anxiety on the part of those 
concerned in the enterprise lest the impres- 
sion should be given that they are endeav- 
oring to eliminate Bryan against his 
will.

Fight Set for Roadhouse. 

The fight was to have been between a col- 
ored man known as Black Diamond and 
a white man called Scotty.“ The combat 
was scheduled for 4 o'clock in the afternoon 
at Eggert’s Only Grove,“ Fortieth and Lin- 
coln avenues. The place formerly was known 
as Seymour’s roadhouse and, up to twelve 
years agg, was the scene of prizefights, cock- 
ing mains, and other sports of a shady char- 
acter. In recent years it has been more or- 
derly. 

Two hundred “sports” of the “ shoe- 
string variety were in the prisenght party. 
They rode to the terminus of the Bowman- 
ville car line, then piled twenty or more 
deep into wagons belonging to James Vale, 
an expressman, also into buses furnished 
by a livery company. Two vehicles were 
in readiness, waiting for second loads, when 
the patrol wagon from the Summerdale sta- 
tion shot by, bound for the ringside. 

The authorities of Niles Center seemingly 
had not interested themselves in stopping the 
affair, although everybody of that settlement 
appeared to know about it. Policeman Adolph 
Meyers, traveling a beat at the city limits, 
got wind of the proposed fight and phoned to 
the Summerdale station. Sergt. Luke Gar- 
rick called up Chief Shippy for instructions. 
Under orders Sergt. William A. Coles gath- 
ered up twelve officers and made the forty 
minute drive. 

The topography of the country allows one 
in front of the roadhouse a clear view of a 
half mile, and consequently when the police 
reached there and scrambled out of the patrol 
wagon there was nothing doing. Black 
Diamond had made his disappearance, 
spéctators could be seen scattering helter 
skelter, and Scotty "' asserted that no fight 
was intended,

Discovery Made in Woman’s Ward in 
Afternoon—All the Patients Re- 
moved to Contagion Department.

She has been in the hospital since Jan. & a 
recently an operation was performed. How 
she contracted the disease is not known, but 
it is thought she may have caught it from 
some visitor. 

Immediately after the discovery of Miss 
Olson’s case Dr. E. J. Harder and Dr. W. E. 
Mellinger made an examination of all the 
patients in the ward, finding the seven other 
cases. There are still fifty patients left who 


have been exposed.

Flames Start from Candle While No 
One Was i Building. 


While rescuing the golden chalice from a 
fire that threatened to destroy St. Mary's 
Roman Catholic church, Evanston, one priest 
was severely burned by the heated vessel 
and another was overcome by the smoke, who 
was attempting to save the vestments. 

The building and contents, including many 
gifts of valuable statues and the altar, were 
damaged to the extent of $12,000. It is sup- 
posed that a burning candle coming in con- 
tact with some linen decorations was the 
cause of the blaze. 

The Injured. 


EGAN, FATHER THOMAS, severely burned on 
the right hand in saving the chalice comaining 
the holy Eucharist from the altar. 

HENNESSEY, FATHER PATRICK, overcome by 
smoke twice in attempts to save vestments and 
other valuables. 

The fire started near the altar shortly after 
2 o'clock in the afternoon. A person pass- 
ing the church observed smoke issuing from 
the open door. He ran to the parsonage and 
notified Father H. P. Smyth, the pastor, who 
informed the fire department. 

Father Egan, the assistant pastor, rushed 
into the church with the object of rescuing 
the chalice. When he arrived at the altar 
it was a mass of flames. He hesitated for a 
moment, then throwing a heavy cloak around 
his hand, braved the fire and opened the 
tabernacle containing the chalice. 

Flames burst forth when Father Egan 
opened the little door. Seizing the hot golden 
vessel, he carried it to a chapel in the school 
building adjoining amidst the applause of 
the assembled members of the congregation 
who arrived shortly after the fire depart- 
ment was called. 


Smoke Overcomes Father Hennessey. 

Father Hennessey was twice overcome by 
smoke while attempting to rescue valuables 
from the sacristy near the altar. After the 
second attempt the priest had to be carried 
out of the church by friends and it was sev- 
eral minutes before he revived. 

The fire destroyed the altar and extended 
up into the roof of the building. The building 
was saved in part and adjoining buildings 
were not damaged. 

A valuable statue of the virgin and two 
cherubs, which was a gift of Mrs. Milton 
Kirk, were overturned and destroyed. Con- 
siderable damage was done to the new $5,000 
organ, caused by the ee of the pipes 
from the heat. 

The fire occurred at a time when no one was 
in the building, the last service during the 
day being over at noon. According to a state- 
ment made by Father Smyth, pastor of the 
church, the damage amounted to between 
$10,000 and $12,000. 

„The loss is covered by insurance,” Father 
Smyth said last evening. Rebuilding will 
commence immediately. In the meantime, 
services will be held in the school dullding 

oining the church.“

Sketch of His Career. 


Mr. Smith was a native of ‘Connecticut, 
having been born in Mansfeld on Feb. 18. 
1842. Most of his early life, however, was 
spent in New York state, his parents taking 
him to * — when he was but 7 years old. 

The foundations of Mr. Smith's education 
were laid in the public schools in Albany. 
Later he attended and graduated from «he 
Union college in Schenectady in 1861. Imme- 
diately after his graduation he enlisted in 
the federal army and was appointed to the 
staff of Gen, Rathbone. He was assigned to 
recruiting duty and for two years hé worked 
in organizing the troops of volunteers the 
state sent to the front. Then he returned 
to the Albany academy as an instructor. 

But he felt the call of journalism and in 
1865 he became editor of the Albany Express, 
and after five years’ experience there he as- 
sociated himself with the Journal. He be- 
came sole editor of this paper in 1876, and at 
once became a commanding figure in the 
politics of the state. 

He served as a delegate to the state re- 
publican conventlon for six consecutive 
years and was chairman of the committee 
on resolutions in each of those years, except 
1877, when Roscoe Conkling held the place, 
He served on the conimittee on resolutions at 
the national republican convention in Cin- 
cinnati in 1876, and drafted a large portion 
of the platform. 


Chosen Minister to Russia. 

In 1880 he removed to Philadeiphia and 
became editor of the Press. In 1881 he was 
selected to make the opening speech of the 
republican campaign in Pennsylvania. In 


1884 he was one of the earliest and most 


active in the canvass for Blaine’s nomina- 
tion. 3 

In 1800 he was appointed by President Har- 
rison minister to Russia, which office he re- 
signed. after having served two years. While 
acting as minister to Russia Mr. Smith ren- 
dered valuable services to the societies work- 
ing for the relief of the sufferers in the great 
famine of 1891 and 1892. — f 

He had personal charge of the distribut ten 
throughout the stricken district of the relief 
funds sent by the Americans. These con- 
sisted of over $100,000 in money and five ship- 
loads of food and other necessities. 


Aids in McKinley Campaign. 

In 1895 Mr. Smith and the late William 
McKinley stumped Ohio together in the in- 
terests of the latter’s candidacy for presi- 
dent. It was during this trip that they 
formed the friendship which resulted in the 
selection of Mr. Smith as postmaster gen- 
eral in 1898, to succeed James A. Gary of 
Maryland. | 

Personally Mr. Smith was one of the most 
lovable men ever prominent in national poli- 
tics. He was well known for his good na- 
ture and his friendly disposition. He was 
known to be easily accegsible to all who 
wished to consult with him, and wae always 
2 to listen to their troubles and attempt 
to correct them.

Then it was decided to await the re 
sult of the prosecution of Walsb on the 
theory that if the chief offender could not 
be convicted it would be futile to try an ac- 
cessor y. Now that Walsh has been convicted 
the question of proceeding against Blount 
is up to the government prosecutors: 

District Attorney Sims declined to discuss 
the question of Blount. He said no steps had 
been taken in the direction of an investiga- 
tion of thé former vice president's complicity 
in the crimes proved against Walsh, bur 
added that he would not tell what might or 
might not be done in the matter by the gov- 
ernment.

tories in the mid-Pacific and with the Phil- 
ippines by way of Japan and China. The 
president capped the recommendations of 
his subordinates by strongly advocating a 
mail subsidy bill. \ 


Shows Benefit in Measure. 


am well aware,“ he said, that in for- 
mer years objectionable measures have been 
proposed in reference to the encouragment of 
American shipping, but it seems to me that 
the proposed measure is as nearly unobjec- 
tionable as any can be.

Committee Action Taken.

The house committee on post- 
offices and postroads, to which the ocean 
mail bill was referred instead of the commit- 
tee on merchant marine and fisheries, has 
constituted a subcommittee, of which Repre- 
sentative Goebel of Cincinnati is chairman, 
to consider the subject of foreign mafl com- 
munication. 

Representative Goebel, of course, is in fa- 
vor of the bill. This subcommittee has asked 
Representative Overstreet of Indiana, chair- 
man of the committee, if it may hold hearings 
and he has given his consent: These hear- 
ings will be pushed so that. some time in 
March a bill can be reported to the full com- 
mittee and by that body to the house. A rule 
will be brought in at once and the measure 
jammed through.

WANT A SERMON TO ORDER. 


Gather After Service and Are Twice 
0 Dispersed by Police. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 19. —- Three hundred’ 
unemployed men, many of them pdorly 
dressed and unehaved, Ibvaded Trinity 
church today in a body doing the services 
and created consternation among the mem 
bers of the fashionable congregation. 

The “army of unemployed was under the 
bree, Hoe Morrison L Swift, who last 
week presented petitions for aid at the state 
house and city hall. The men assembled on 
Boston common and marched without any 
warning to Trinity church, in Copley square, 
where the Rev. Alexander Mann, the rector, 
was opening the services before the usual 
aristocratic congregation. 

The men filed quietly into the church and 
were assigned to seats after the ushers had 
recovered from their surprise. 


Suggest Subject for Sermon. 

Just before Dr. Mann was to begin his 
sermon @ note was sent to him by one of the 
visitors, asking him to preach “On the 
Duty of the State and City to the Unem- 
ployed,” and to have 4 collection taken up 
for the benefit of the unemployed H Boston. 

Dr. Mann read the communication aloud 
and stated that asthe m of the day’s 
services had been made in advance, he could 
not change it; also that the collection of the 
day was for the benefit of the foreign mis- 
sions. He said he was glad the men had 
come, that he would be willing to talk upon 
the topic desired next Sunday, and to take 
up such a collection as was asked for. 


Police Break Up Gathering. 

When the services were over Swift at- 
tempted ti read a set of resolutions from the 
steps of the library, but the gathering was 
broken up by the police. 

Proceeding to a vacant lot in the back 
bay, Swift succeeded in getting his resolu- 
tions before his followers and in having them 
adopted. 

The resolutions condemned in general the 
governor for having, as they claimed, driven 
the unemployed’ from the steps of the state- 
house by his orders last week. 

The police broke up this meeting aleo, and 
Swift was placed under arrest for holding a 
public meeting without a permit.

Chemists Say Imprisoned Man’s 


Scheme Might Succeed. 


OTHER VICTIMS ARE SEEN. 


American Said to Have Given $2,000 
to Alleged Fraud. 


PARIS, Jan. 19.—The ramifications of the 
case of Lemoine, the diamond maker,” 
whom Sir Julius Wernher of the De Beers 


Mining company is prosecuting for swindling 


him out of $320,000, is attracting much atten- 


tion. The case in one particular bears a re- 


semblance to the Humbert café mystery in 
F ce, the Chadwick affair In America, and 
the ce case in England—namely: its solu- 


‘tion depends upen a secret beyond the reach 
of investigators. 


Lemoine’s-formula for the manufacture of 
diamonds is securely locked up in a bank in 
London, the officials of which, upon Le- 
moine’s demand, refuse to deliver it to the 
French court, which desires to make a trial 
of its efficacy in the presence of experts who 
are now examiming specimens of diamonds 
Lemoine claims to have manufactured. 

While Wernher is convinced he was duped 
by clever legerdemain, there is enough di- 
vision of opinion in the scientific camp to 
keep up a lively interest in the affair. Scien- 
tists point out that the substitution of a gen- 
uine diamond in an electric furnace would be 
impossible, as the temperature of the electric 
are would transform the diamond into 

aphite. 
wen Moissan, winner of the Nobel prize, 
who-died recently, produced microscopic dia- 
monds from iron and carton in an electric 
furnace at a temperature of 7,000 degrees.

The latter, who lives 
at Neuilly, has compiained to the police that 
mysterious atgempts have been made against 
himself and his wife since his connection 
with the affair was revealed.

The features of the discussion were the 
difficulty experienced in keeping the em- 
peror’s name out of the debate and the pass- 
ing of a vote of confidence in the executive, 
which constitutes an act of open 2 
to the emperor, who has identified hi 
with Prince Rupprecht's view of the situa- 
tion. 

The storm raged chiefly around the ques- 
tion as to whether the private correspondence 
of the presidential committee should be made 
public and the question as to who should 
conduct the business of the league until the 
next meeting in July.

INSURENG DEPOSITORS. 

The Kansas legislature is convened in 
special session. The popular demand for 
primary legislation is what caused the 
“governor to convene it, but another ques- 
tion has suddenly come up in which the 
people of the state, without distinction of 


party, are almost as much interested. 


That is a bank depositors’ guarantee law. 
The governor in hie message recommends 
the enactment of one. He says that he 
has been forced to its advocacy “ by a tre- 
mendous pressure from bankers and busi- 
ness men from every part of the state.” 
A majority the state eenators have 
already said they are for the measure, 
and it is favored by members of the lower 
house. Almost the only active opponents 
are the national banks. The state banks 
are largely for it because the guarantee 
law of Oklahoma is drawing deposits 
away from the banks in the cities nearest 
the new state. The opposition of tle na- 
tional banks is legitimate. The men who 
control them beMeve that the guarantee 
principle is unsound and unsafe. The 
private banks may also be counted 
against the measure, and if they have 
as much influence in the Kansas legis- 
lature as they have had in that of Illinois 
they will be formidable adversaries. 
Suppose, in spite of all opposition, a law 
guaranteeing depositors in state banks 
shall be enacted. Then there will be -an 
immediate opportunity te see how busi- 
ness men regard it. If they have faith 
in the law there will be a shifting of 
depbsits from national and private to 
state banks. The latter, which already 
make a creditable showing as compared 
with the national banks, might take the 
lead. Then the national banks, seeing 
deposits and profits réduced, would have 
to consider what sho be done to get 
back business. : : 
The cardinal objection urged to the 
guarantee policy is that the careless or 


recklees banker will no longer be re- 


sirained by any sense of duty to his de- 
positors, for he will feel that they are 
safe in any event. It is contended also 
that it will make the depositor indifferent 
and lead him to believe that one bank is 
as good as another, though one may be 
run by a conservative banker and the 
other by a plunger. A few years’ trial 
of a guarantee law might show how far 
these objections are valid. 

These objections have so much weight 
that if the Kansas legislature shall en- 
act the proposed law At should at the 
same time make provision for a much 
more. rigid supervision of the banks. that 
will be affected by it. Those among them 
which are prudently. and successfully 
managed should not’ be taxed to make 
good the losses of banks which would hot 
have failed if the officers of the state had 
exercised due vigilance. The state should 
supervise the banks as closely as if it 
were held directly responsible for the 
losses of depositors, 


A GOOD ROADS FACTOR. 

A striking article in a monthly maga- 
zine suggests the appearance of a new 
factor in the movement for better high- 
ways in the country. It describes the 
growth of interest in the automobile ow 
the part of people who live in small towns 
or in the adjacent territory. It indicates 
a variety of ways in which machines of 
this character are now being used outside 
of the cities and gives photographic illus- 
trations in support of its contention. 

The attitude of the rural population 
toward the automobile is changing. At 
first there was some occasion for antag- 
onism. Tourists from the cities with their 
rapidly moving conveyances frightened 
horses along the highways, caused many 
runaways, and often hurried on their 
journey without offering assistance to the 
injured or paying for damage due to theic 
carelessness, They left in their wake 
great clouds of dust and often made them- 
selves öbnoxious by their reckless driving. 
On some frequently traveled roads they 


to the highest pitch. 

The sentiment now is changing. This 
is partly due to the growth of the indus- 
try with more experienced chauffeurs in 
charge of the machines and with more 
recognition of the rights of others by 
those who use the highways for pleasure 
rides. But it is also due to the increas- 
ing sales to the farmers and townspeople, 
‘who are finding the automobile an eco- 
nomical and useful vehicle in rural life 
In the article mentioned the farmer's 
' wife is shown taking produce to market 
in a runabout. The farmer himself car- 
ries his wheat to the mill in the same 
sort of conveyaace. The real estate ageut 
is able to show his prospective customer 
over farms at a distance from town muc2 
more easily and quickly than with a 
horse and buggy. The ranchman finds aa 
automobile a time saving and distance 
eliminating factor in his work. The physi- 
cian has his territory enlarged and iis 
professional duties lightened bythe sams 
agency. The necessary trip to town, once 
tiresome and deferred as long as possibla, 
is now made quickly in rain or shine.

His real name is said to be 
Moritz Ludwig, Kurts, born in Brunswick 
forty-nine years age as the son of a game- 
keeper, and, if his own story is to be be- 
lieved, is a United States citizen by virtue 
of naturalization. 

Kurtz, whose deserted wife is now living 
in New York with ber young son endeavor- 
ing to eke out a livelihood as a portrait 
painter, came prominently in the public eye 
as the slayer of Woolf Joel, whom he shot 
in the latter’s office’ at Johannesburg in 


March, 1898. 


The Joele, partners of Barney Barnato, 
were 80 unpopular that the jury acquitted 
the pseudo Von Veltheim on the ground of 
self-defense; but he was immediately after- 
wards expelled from the Transvaal by the 
Boer goyernment as an extremely undesira- 
ble alien.

following document: 

“I, Frans von Veltheim, hereby formally 
renounce my matrimonial] rights to the posi- 
tion and fortune of my wife, Paula Schiffer.“ 

In the following year—that is to say, on 
Feb. 13, 1897—he went through another cere- 
mony of marriage in London with a member 
of thé Greek, or, rather, Levantine, house 
of Mavrocordato. 

It was not long before she.discovered that 
he had two other wives in existence, and on 
the strength of this she obtained in the same 
year from the English courts a decree of 
nullity. 


‘Eventually his German wife, Paula Schif- . 


fer, followed the example of Mile. Marie 
Mavrocordato:-and also obtained a decree of 
nullity of her marriage on the ground of the 
existence of the first and Australian sabes 
now in the United States.

It was shortly after this that a corpse of 
a man of more than ordinary stature was 
found floating in the Thames. Perfectly 
nude, it was bound round and round with 
some six fathoms of ship's rope, carried 
down the back, pinioning both arms, passed 
through the legs, binding the feet, and pass- 
ing. again round the body, firmly securing 
the hands. There was a wound in the head 
at the back of one ear. 

In course of time the body was identified | 
by either the ex-German wife or by the 
Australian spouse, I forget which, as that 
of the pseudo Von Veltheim, and it was 
buried as such in London, the police assum-

cordatos for the purpose of avenging the 
family’s honor. 

All researches in this direction were, how- 
ever, brought to a close by the fact that 
the alleged victim—that is to say, Kurtz, 
alias Von Veltheim—turned up in South 
Africa to kill Woolf Joel in March, 1898. 

The crimes for which he has now been 
brought to England for trial on an extradi- 
tion warrant from France are those of black- 
mail, threatened murder, bigamy, conepira- 
cy, and several other charges, and, as the 
case against him seems pretty black and he 
has left an unsavory record .wherever he 
has been, the case will bably go hard for 
him.

WHISKY HALF CENTURY OLD. | 
den Chaffee and Party Find Traces of 
Schooner Carrying 150 Barrels of 
Liquor Sunk in the Colorado. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Jan. 19.—{Special.}—One 
hundred and fifty barrels of Kentucky’s best 
whisky that has lain and aged in wood since 
1850 may be recovered as a result of an 
exploring expedition by a party headed by 
Gen. Adna R. Chaffee and Gen. W. H. Sher- 
man. In anticipation of a rare treat Cali- 
fornians who take an occasional drink as 
well as old topers are smacking their lips. 

Gen. Chaffee and Gen. Sherman and mem- 
bers of their party have just returned from 
a trip down the Colorado river from Yuma 
to the Tiburon islands in the Gulf of Call- 
fornia, up the Hardy river to the head of 
navigation, and across the delta of Colorado 
to the slopes of the Cocopah mountains.

WITHOUT THE CANTEEN. 

From the Army and Navy Journal. 1 

The comparative figures concerning alco- 
holism in the United States army and those 
of foreign nations tell a story which should 
attract the attention of those who oppose 
the restoration of the army canteen. The 
figures for the United States army are for 
the year 1906 and those relating to foreign 
armies are for the latest year obtainable. 

Tne admission rate in the United States for 
the year was 30.58 per 1.000 of mean strength; 
in the British army, 1.00; French, 0.29: Prus- 
sian, 0.08; Bavarian, 0.06; Dutch, 0.24; Rus-
